\ttorney-General Hicks at Madison, "Writes an^ 


ion Describing1 tho Powers and Duties of tho 


Wisconsin Live Stock Sanitary Board. 


Madison, Wls., Nov. 9.—At the re- 
nest of the Wisconsin livestock san- 
ary board, Attorney General Hicks 
nday gave an Interpretation of the 
aw prescribing the duties and pow- 
rs of the board In dealing with and 
uppresslng tuberculosis In cattle. 
The atorney general finds that the 
oard can allow the shipment and' 
ale of such animals which are ef- 
ected with this disease 'as it deems 
t for food or may allow the owner 
:i retain them under such quarantine 
egulatlons as may seem necesasry to 
tie board. , On these points the at- 
orney general says: 
"I am-very clear, under the author- 


ty given In said act. that whenever 
our board finds animals that 
re- 


pond to the tubercullne test, 
you 


nay do one of three things: 


No Claim Against State 
, 


"First—Allow the 
owner to ship 


nder regulations prescribed by 'your 
loard, such of tho animals as in the 
udgment of'your board, are fit for 
ood to an abbattolr, for immediate 
laughter. In which event the owner 
would receive the full amount of the 
attic might'bring, but would have no 
lalm against the state on account of 
he slaughter of the cattle. 


"Second—That If the owner of the 
attic responding to the tubercullne 
est should prefer to retain them, he 
may do so under such quarantine 
regulations as shall be prescribed by 
'our board. 


"Third—That If the animals are not 


sold and the owner does not exercise 
his -option to retain them as above 
stated, ycur board has the right 
to 


have such animals condemned 
as 


you may think, 
should be slaugh- 
tered." 


, Flesh Is Safe for Food. 


The'letter asking the attorney gen- 
eral's opinion said that the board had 
found It feasible to in some respects 
alter the regulations which hereto- 
fore had governed the dlsposlltlon of 
cattle affected with tuberculosis. "It 
Is a well known fact," the letter says', 
"that the flesh of from 60 to 80 per 
cent, of the animals responding' to 
the tubercullno tests, is perfectly safe 
for 'human food, and that the federal 
government and some foreign coun- 
tries 'take official recognizance 
of 
this fact 


Tho letter then goes on to set forth 


that this fact shows .that there is an 
unnecessary loss caused by the whole- 
sale slaughter of all the animals that 
respond to the test, and suggests that 
If the law will permit, the state live 
stock and sanitary board should be 
given some latitude In .dealing with 
the situation. . Attorney 
General 


Hlcks's interpretation of the law al- 
lows the board such latitude as. 
In 


his opinion, it may under the law per- 
mit the sale and shipment of such an- 
imals as It considers fit for human 
food.

-The 
Twenty-thlrd veterans Imd anticipated 
a Imndxhako nnd a talk over old tlmos 
with "*Inck." The halls'of congrc-sH, 
the governor's chamber, the executive 
mansion, could not take awny anything 
characteristic of the "old boy" of the 
camp and bivouac or mid a veneer 
which otlicr old boys could not pene- 
trate for the hour of the cmupflre re- 
union. 


The Grand Army button Is a great 


leveler of ran!;. With tlmt In his but- 
tonhole. President William MeKlnley 
wouldn't wluli 10 be nud wouldn't as- 
sume to be anything more than the 
'"Bill" or "Mnck" of his teciin, forty 
years ago. when ho enlisted to follow 
the flag among 1.000 other buys of ap- 
parently the same destiny In the ranks 


k ' 
of the Twenty-third Ohio volunteers. 


But the boy wasn't nt the bnnquct In 


person, so his .comrades were more 
than ever given to reminiscences of the 
days of 1SU1 In which the absent one 
held the hero's plnce. And It wasn't 
necessary to embellish the record nt all 
In order to bring the president Into the 
history of thoso times. , "Private Wil- 
liam MeKlnley" served In the ranks of 
Company E fourteen months, a term 
long enough, in the experience of a 
regiment In the Held, to stump a boy as 
a soldier. When the boy had become 
governor of Ohio, lie recalled that plume 
of bis life In the following language: 
"I always look back with pleasure 
upon those fourteen months which I 
served In the- ranks.' They taught me 
a great deal. I was but a schoolboy 
when I went into the army and that 
first year was a formative period In 
my life, during which >1 li-arnod niucb 
of men and affairs. 
I have always 


, been glad that I entered the service as 


a private nnd served those months In 
tlmt capacity." 


The llrst year of service of the Twen- 


ty-third was passed lu West Virginia 
In wild and rough campaigning, skir- 
mishing, scouting and foraging, a 
bondful meeting a handful of the en- 
emy, sometimes whipping nnd some- 
times getting whipped. It was a good 
school for the hard times to come. 
Here Is one of the Orand Army nlorlcs 
of those times which reach. further 
than the ranks of the Twenty-third 
Ohio: Among the Federal soldiers cup. 
tured nt Gauley Bridge In 1S01 was 


. Private Mcrrlam of the Seventeenth 


Ohio. 
He was detained In camp In 


West Virginia some weeks, nnd the 
Confederate surgeons amputated bis 
arm. At that time Mnjor Uutherford 
B. Hayes commanded the hnttallon In 
which MeKlnley served nnd hovered 
near the prison camp on the opposite 
side of the Uauley till a chance offered 
to steal across and rescue the wounded 
prisoners. 


A crossing was Bnally made one dark 


night by means of n raft of logs bound 
together with grapevines. 
On this 


floating bridge the men of the Twenty- 
third braved the swift current of the 
river and. poling It close to shore, made 
a rush for the prison guard. McKluloy 
was one of the Urst ashore, and. rushing 
to the camp, he snld to the llrst man 
stumbled upon: "(Jet up. Johnny! We 
want you." He was not talking to n 
"Johnny." as he supposed, but'to the 
one armed Ohio boy. Men-law.,- 


Merrlnm got up. and McKKiley sup- 


ported him back to the river, where he 
placed him on the raft and after the 
others bad been gathered lu took 
charge of him until he was in the 
hands of the friendly surgeons. Mer- 
riam was very grateful for -the care 
given him in the confusion of that 
night, for his stump was very tender. 
He Inquired the name of his rescuer 
and learned that he wns known on the 
raft simply ns BUI MeKlnley. War to 
soldiers at the front Is not always a 
matter of flgbtlng. and so the stories 
of comrades about comrades do not al- 
ways relate to deeds of "derrlng do." 
MeKlnley might have shot a dozen 
Confederates that night on Gauley riv- 
er, and neither be nor his captain nor 
his comrades would have been the 
•wiser. 
Shooting at the enemy was 


commonplace.' but rescuing wounded 


. captives and showing kindness'to an 
' Unknown comrade was an incident not 


to he forgotten even In the hurry of 
•war. 
• Another episode of McKInley's ca- 
reer In the ranks would have made 
'him a hero nt a regimental cauiptire 
If be bad never been president! Sol- 
diers must eat or they can't tight, nnd 
If there Is nothing to cat they will get 
along on black coffee. And In a situa- 
tion like that of the-Twenty-third on 
the Bring line at Antlctairi coffee Is out 
of the question. The enemy will at 
least shoot at the flres and sometimes 
. charge upon them to get at the men 
•round them. 
Even cold water' wa» 


hard 1o get on the front line nt Antle- 
taui. . 


During the battle MeKlnley was 


commldKary sergeant of tin- brigade 
nnd stationed at the supply .di-piif. Or- 
dinarily a man In that plate thlnkx lio 
has n soft thing of It. smokes his pipe 
and regales himself on Unrlc S'nm's 
supplies while the troops are lighting. 
Sergeant MeKlnley knew himself ju*t 
how It was with the tired, hungry and 
thirsty boyn of the Twenty-third' that 
awful night, and he loaded up two 
army wagons with hot coffee and other 
rations to relieve tho famishing light, 
ors. Ho had no men to help In the 
work, but there wcrcsshlrks and strag- 
glers Idling arnuiul tlio Mori's, and Im- 
pressed them Into the service of iliolr 
country. Tuprpglinrntkiyuiidrrlire.nnd 
the way to them led through ii.zoiiu 6f 
fire. Tho team on one wagon was shot 
down by the oncmy'H Hilex. but to a 
plucky boy sergeant that was another 
reason for going ahead. He got the 
coffee and other rations Into thu hands 
of the men and was cheered more 
lustily than if he had stormed a bat- 
tery. It Isn't necessary to credit a sol- 
dier with "twoscore and ten" Imttlon. 
as do some of .McKInley's biographers, 
to show the right stuff In him. He can 
show It In one battle, nnd McKluley 
did It in more than one. He was not n 
politician's pet. Six months ho served 
as second lieutenant nnd n year nnd n 
half as llrst lieutenant. Then he was 
made captain nt the ago of twenty-one, 
three years after his enlistment While 
holding tho rank of lleutqnant McKln- 
ley commanded his company. 
After- 


word he became n staff ottlccr^ wltb 
splendid opportunities for cheap dis- 
tinction if he burned for It or for 
faithful work under fire. 


McKInley's commission, as .captain 


was given him' by Ills superior oillcer 
for a deed of gallantry nt Winchester. 
The corps had been defeated In battle 
nnd n-as^cuttlng Its way out when It 
was . discovered tlmt the Thirteenth 
West Virginia regiment had not fallen 
back and wan In danger of capture. 
LIcutLMiant MeKlnley was ordered to go 
out alone and If the regiment had not 
been captured warn It anil-pilot It back 
to the line. 
It was a daring ride. 


Shells wore exploding over the whole 
field nnd In some places clouds of 
smoke obscured the way. 
Ills com- 


mundor nnd comrade.^ watched Anx- 
iously for his fate. But he delivered 
his orders and came back untouched, 
wlili the regiment following. Again 
ho was cheered on the battleilrld. tills 
time by a whole brigade of soldiers. 
Six weeks Inter In a night attack bis 
horse was shot under him while with 
General Hayes forming the line for 
battle. This was all during Sheridan's 
campaign In the .Shonandoah valley, 
and there were lint lies every mouth or 
oftencr. MeKlnley was In them nil. 


At Opeiuinn McKIuley assumed re- 


sponsibility which saved u whole bri- 
gade-from disaster.. He was sent out 
to bring a brigade Into a position where 
n division hud moved nnd left ji gap In 
the lino. "By what route shall I move 
my command?" said tho commander. 


"1 would move up this creek," re- 


sponded the young aid modestly. 


"I will not budge wltaout definite or- 
ders." nald tho other. 


"But. general, this is an emergency, 


and I order you by command of .Major 
General Crook to move your brigade up 
this ravine to position -on tho right of 
the army." The brigade moved accord- 
ingly, ran Into a lively fight and won 
the day by being at the right place at 
the right time. That, too, Is the work 
of a soldier, to unite brains with force 
of character. 


It was glory enough for .one life to 


have been with Sheridan at Cedar 
Creek, but It was McKInley's privilege 
to be more than a passive agent In 
bringing victory from disaster. In bis 
memoirs Sheridan tells of bis reception 
at the front when he rode "from Win- 
chester down to save the day." 
He 


says: "At Mill Creek my escort fell 
behindhand we were'golng ahead at a 
regular pace when. Just as we made the

It will surprise many people to learn after the celebrated Indian chief. He Is 


that In almost every part of the Uni- 
ted States there Is something that mer- 
chants regard just as good as the cold 
cash. That something seems common- 
place, for It Is nothing more than bees- 
wax. But It Is only In one branch ol 
trade that beeswax Is current, and that 
this one the average person would least 
suppose—the hardware line. The rea- 
son why hardware stores handle bees- 
wax was explained the other 'day by 
a prominent wholesale dealer. It ap- 
pears that all through the south, as. 
well as In other parts of tbe country, 
the tin peddlers swap their wares foi 
beeswax, which they get very cheap. 
They make a nice profit on their tin- 
ware In tbe trade, and they also get 
a profit on the beeswax when they, turn 
it over to the retailers In hardware. 
Tbe beeswax passes from them to the 
wholesale hardware men In the cltlei 
and* they ship It In barrels 'to New 
York. Wholesale hardware dealers oft- 
en receive notices from customers that 
they have shipped a certain number of 
barrels of beeswax to apply on account 
Beeswax Is always a staple article and 
in the trade Is just as good as the cash 
at all times. Like many other gooda 
It sometimes fluctuates In price, but 
there Is.always a steady demand for It 
at the market value. Before the patent 
hives and honeycombs came Into UB« 
some years ago the wholesale price ol 
beeswax was. 25 cents a'pound. •Where 
large Cumbers of bees were kept the 
patent comb was used, and the conse- 
quence' was that the bees didn't bav« 
to manufacture any comb, and in tht 
course of a year the production, of wax 
decreased so much that the price went 
up to 70 cents n pound wholesale. It 
wont even higher than that for a while, 
arid then It fell again, but It has.nevet 
get back to where It was before 'the 
patents were adopted, tf It were.not 
for the tens of thousands of small bee- 
keepers who cling to -the old style ol 
handling bees, the'price of beeswas 
would bo more than ?t a pound. '•

dition has* prevented the re-seeding of) 
grasses and consequently millions of 
ceres of once good pasture have been 
turned.Into an absolute desert.

nished by the smaller stockmen but 
the evolution from the largo herds on
